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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3,6-13,16-22,25-28,30-34,38-46,50-85 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. There is no original support for the new limitation "substantially the entire 
range of 380 nm-500 nm". There is no structure shown which emits in the entire range 
of wavelengths and there is no enablement for such a device. The original disclosure 
states and shows a device which emits somewhere in the range of 380-500 nm. There 
is no disclosure which enables, states, or supports "the entire range of 380-500 nm". 
The semiconductor diode devices shown emit in a narrow wavelength range according 
to the particular bandgap and quantum well structure. For example, the quantum well 
structure recited on page 21 of the specification does not emit in the entire range of 
380-500 nm. Special structure such as graded bandgaps, multiple emitters, etc. would 
be necessary for emission in the entire range and there is no support for such structure 
nor any support for the new language and its implications. 

Claims 1-3,6-13,16-22,25-28,30-34,38-46,50-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
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enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. There is no enablement for a primary light 
source which emits in the entire range of 380-500 nm. Special device structure such as 
graded layers or unusual quantum well design is necessary for a primary light source to 
emit in that entire range and there is no enablement in applicant's disclosure for such a 
primary light source. Applicant should submit clear evidence of enablement and 
support. 

The previous art rejections of 5/23/05 are also maintained here for all existing 
claims. These prior art rejections are not rewritten here for the sake of brevity, however, 
reference to their exact wording is in the official action of 5/23/05. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to all the claims have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In addition, arguments that the prior art applied do not show primary light source 
emission in the "entire range of 380-500 nm" are not convincing as there is no support 
or enablement for such language and it is thus moot whether or not the prior art can 
function or would suggest such structure and function.
